Parish Life Conferences Cited as Aid 


To Understanding of Church Mission 


A dynamic contribution to the awaken- 
ing of communicants to the nature of the 
Church and the meaning of their mem- 
bership in their parishes or missions has 
been the result of the continuing program 
of Parish Life Conferences undertaken in 
the Diocese of California. 

Officials offered this evaluation this 
week as additional parishes and missions 
were invited to take advantage of the pro- 
gram which functions under leadership 
provided by the Adult Section of the Di- 
ocesan Department of Education, of which 
the Rev. Richard Shackell is chairman. 

“Wherever the conferences have been 
held, there has been a remarkable awak- 
ening of communicants to the nature of 
the Church and the meaning of their 
membership,” declared the Rev. Mr. 
Shackell. “The philosophy underlying this 
type of conference and the methods of 
confronting people with central issues are 
fundamental to the entire educational 
program of the Diocese and the National 
Council of our Church.” 


Format Developed 


The format of the conferences was de- 
veloped by the Rev. Canon Trevor Hoy, 
Diocesan director of education, who de- 
signed “role play” situations which have 
proved their effectiveness for many differ- 
ent groups, ranging from teen-agers to 
college students to teachers to vestries. He 
has conducted 26 of such conferences since 
1955. 

“The promotion of attendance for the 
first time in a parish is never easy,” the 


chairman pointed out, “and must be con- 
sidered an act of faith, as the exact nature 
of the experience is necessarily mysterious 
to the uninitiated. Once a group has at- 
tended, they usually become the core 
which encourages the continuation of the 
program for their people. In St. Christo- 
pher’s in San Lorenzo, for example, this 
has become an established pattern, with 
each group quietly getting the next one 
to come six months later, and providing 
meals and baby-sitting services for the 
others. 

“Parish Life Conference can be held in 
your own facilities, although the most de- 
sirable arrangement is for the groups to 
go away for the week end from Friday 
supper through Sunday lunch. The one 


rule which must be adhered to, however, 


is that the conference not be shorted to 
less than 15 hours of meeting time, and 
that all who come remain throughout.”

The Archdeacon The new Arch- 
deacon will continue to fulfill his duties 
as director of community relations for the 
Diocese, with responsibility for the divi- 
sions of social relations, communications 
and inter-church relations. He was also 
named a canon-to-the-ordinary of Grace 
Cathedral. His new official title is the 
Venerable Canon D. W. Betts, and he is 
properly addressed as Archdeacon. 

In his new post Archdeacon Betts will 
serve as a general adjutant to the Bishop 
and, in particular, will take charge of the 
strengthening and extension of urban 
work of the Church in the Diocese, notab- 
ly in San Francisco, the East Bay and the 
Peninsula and San Jose. To facilitate his 
work, he has moved from San Rafael to a 
new San Francisco home at 46 Divisadero 
Street. 

Archdeacon Betts has just com- 
pleted a year of service in the Dio- 
cese, following his arrival from 
Providence, R. I. where he had 
served as Dean of St. John’s Cathe- 
dral and director of community re- 
lations for the Diocese of Rhode 
Island. There he served actively in 
urban work, acting as chairman of a 
study group for rehabilitation of a 
large section of Providence and head 
of the committee which put the 
project into effect under a federal 
grant. 

Previously he had served with Bishop

Range of Parish Responsibilities 


The Vestry at St. Mary’s by the Sea, 


‘Pacific Grove, California, took a major 


step at a recent meeting in giving them- 
selves the responsibilities a church must 
take in fulfilling its Christian obligations 
to the Diocese the Convocation, the out- 
reach of missions, and its work within 


its own parish community. 


A p of five interested Parishioners, 
including the Rev. Harvey Buck, spent 
60 man hours of study evaluating the gen- 
eral areas covered in the “out reach” and 
the Parish responsibilities. The purpose 
of this was to see how well St. Mary's by 
the Sea was doing its job. 

It was felt by this group that too much 
is often pushed off on the Priest as the 
logical person to take care of these various 
responsibilities. However, for a Priest to 
cover all these areas, and do what he 
should be doing as a Pastoral Father, allows 
very little time to do a good job of any- 
thing. It was also felt that Vestrymen are 
quite often chosen as good churchmen, 
willing to sit on a Vestry for three years, 
but may not have ever had the full scope 
of their responsibilities explained to them.

Horton Reports to Head 
Seaman’s Work Program 


Clifford Horton, former director of the 
highly-successful Seaman’s Church Insti- 
tute at San Pedro and more recently a 
secretary of the home department of the 
National Council, on August 1 assumed 
duties with the Diocese of California in 
the study and possible reactivation of a 
church for seaman in the San Francisco 
Bay Area. 

Mr. Horton's employment was approved 
by Diocesan Council at its May meeting 
when it voted to use that part of the in- 
come from the Monteagle Consolidated 
Endowment Fund designated for seamen’s 
work. It was the sentiment of Council that 
employment of a qualified person in this 
field would represent a proper use of funds 
which were lying idle at the very time 
that San Francisco remained one of the 
few major ports in the world without 
facilities of the Anglican Church available 
to seamen. Council felt that this repre- 
sented not merely a serious break in the 
Anglican mission around the globe but 
also a reminder of “our long-standing fail- 
ufe to recover the ground lost by the 
unfortunate closing of the Seamans Church 
Institute here in 1934.” 

Mr. Horton, who developed the award- 
winning seaman’s program at San Pedro, 
will be committed to a 14-months employ- 
ment, or until money in the seaman’s 
fund is exhausted. Council expressed hope 
that by that time the Diocese may be in 
a position to continue the work, depend- 
ing upon revival of public interest in the 
work and financial condition of the 
Church. Mr. Horton was one of three con- 
sultants who surveyed the seaman’s prob- 
lem in 1958 and submitted recommenda- 
tions to Council. 

In addition to his seaman’s work, which 
will be his primary responsibility, Mr. 
Horton will serve as executive director of 
the section on the handicapped in the Di- 
vision of Social Relations, his specialty at 
the National Council. He hopes to be 
invited into parishes and missions with 
the sole objective of education. He will 
solicit no funds on such visits.

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YORK SCHOOL EXPANSION CONTINUES 
WITH NEW HIGH SCHOOL CLASS ADDED

Though York fall term entrance ex- 
aminations have already been held, 
prospective pupils may still apply. Par- 
ents should communicate at once with 
the rector and headmaster, the Rev. Dr.

Two new phases in the growth of York 
School will be reached this fall at the 
threshold of its third academic year as the 
first Episcopal boys’ college preparatory 
institution founded within the Diocese 
of California. 

Autumn will see addition of first-year 
high school classes to the present seventh 
and eighth grades, another stride toward 
York's ultimate goal of a complete junior 
and senior high school curriculum on a 
level comparable to long-renowned eastern 


New Acreage 


Concurrently, acquisition of several 
acres for a spacious permanent campus is 
in progress. Since its founding in 1959 
the school has struggled along in tempo- 
fafy quarters owned by the Diocese at Pa- 
cific Grove on the Monterey Peninsula. 
The new location is on oak-studded central 
California terrain, sufficiently secluded yet 
readily accessible via the nearby Monterey- 
Salinas highway. 

As part of a big planned greenbelt com- 
munity in a hitherto untouched sector now 
protected by zoning, it has many natural 
features well suited to York's long-range 
needs for establishment of an ideal edu- 
cational center. These requirements in- 
cluded immediate construction of several 
classroom units and recreational facilities, 
ar as soon as feasible a number of other 

ildings as the nucleus of a campus. 

The latter include faculty residences, 
boarders’ living quarters, a chapel and a 
library. 

Space exists also for an adjacent girls’ 
campus, a development contemplated after 
the present undertaking is well under way. 


Future Plans 


In both academic and physical aspects 
creation of a campus is approached by the 
Diocese, the headmaster and the trustees 
as a carefully-planned whole for the pres- 
ent and future. The aim of York as a school 
is carefully calculated, too—cultivation of 
capable, inquisitive young minds along the 
most essential paths between elementary 
education and higher learning — minds 
with a fundamental grasp of our best re- 
ligious and ethical heritage. 


This objective is being pursued on a 
scale permitting close instructor-student 
contact as a daily guide to the pupil and 
within the intellectual and spiritual cli- 
mate traditional with the secondary schools 
of the Episcopal Church. Enrollment, 
however, is by no means limited to Episco- 
pal youngsters. 

During its two years existence, York's 
pursuit of its aim has achieved measurable 
success. A fundamental factor is limiting 
classes to 15 students each, adopted at the 
outset by the rector and headmaster, the 
Rev. Dr. Emod L. Brunner. 

York is sponsored by the Episcopal 
Diocese of California. It is supported 
mainly by tuition (on a par with other 
specialized boys’ schools), plus the efforts 
of parents, trustees and supporters. The 
list of scholarships and gifts has grown 
appreciably. 

President of the board of directors is 
the Bishop; trustees include several York 
parents, and prominent laymen of the 
San Francisco Bay and Monterey Bay 
areas, as well as clergy of the Monterey 
Convocation. 


Bishop Comments 


In commenting recently that five ad- 
ditional parochial schools being estab- 
lished this fall plus existing ones in the 
Diocese can serve as transmission belts to 
furnish a desirable and supplementary 
supply of students to York, Bishop Pike 
had this to say about the prep school itself: 


“The first declaration of long-range 
policy I delivered on my becoming Bishop 
of the Diocese related to the importance 
of our developing strong schools, not only 
in the specific interests of the Church, but 
for the better education of the young 
people of the area—non-Episcopalians as 
well as Episcopalians. 

“Happily we have two new preparatory 
schools through a very active Division of 
Schools of the Diocesan Council, and the 
ground work has been laid for the develop- 
ment of sound parish day schools by next 
fall, when we expected to have five new 
schools of that type.” 


The present faculty under Dr. Brunner 
includes Mrs. Arthur H. Black, Cdr. James 
S. Neill and Leo Kohler. The Rev. Robert 
S. Morse has been appointed associate 
rector, with special concern for develop- 
ment. Other new appointees are Dr. Hanna 
Lohnberg and the Rev. Peter Farmer. The 
latter is vicar at Carmel Valley and Big 
Sur, as well as headmaster of the new par- 
ish day school at All Saints’ Church in 
Carmel, 


DELEGATES HEAD FOR 
GENERAL CONVENTION 


Long-range action on many matters 
of spiritual, social, economic and health 
concerns will occupy the official atten- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the U.S.A. when it meets in its six- 
tieth triennial General Convention in 
Detroit, September 17-19. 


Bishop Pike, who will head the dele- 
gation representing the Diocese of 
California along with the Suffragan 
Bishop, this week asked prayers for the 
deputies and success of the meeting at 
its deliberations. 


Deputies from the Diocese are the 
Very Rev. C. Julian Bartlett, the Rev. 
Sherman E. Johnson, the Rev. Charles 
M. Guilbert, the Rev. Waiter Williams, 
and Messrs. Caspar Weinberger, Em- 
mett Solomon, Donald George and 
Lloyd Hamilton.

Cobo Hall in Detroit will be the 
scene of the General Convention, made 
up of the House of Bishops and the 
670 members of the House of Deputies. 
Among the wide range of subjects for 
discussion are the shortage of clergy, 
the proposal for union among Episco- 
pal, Methodist, Presbyterian and United 
Church of Christ denominations; racial 
discrimination; full communion with 
the United Churches of North India 
and Pakistan and inter-communion 
with the Philippine Independent 
Church; expansion of the Church’s 
worldwide mission; the problem of in- 
creasing alcoholism, a proposal to hold 
smaller conventions annually rather 
than the general meeting triennially, 
and the budget for the next three years. 


Episcopalians Nationally 
May Now Aid Cuban Refugees 


Resettling Cuban refugees, a program 
largely shouldered so far by the Diocese 
of South Florida among Episcopalians, can 
now be aided by other Dioceses, according 
to advices from the National Council.

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MISSION PRESBYTERY STAGES GRASS ROOT 
‘THERAPY’ TO COMBAT YOUTH DELINQUENCY

The four churches comprising the 
diocese’s new presbytery in San Francisco's 
Mission District serve what has been de- 
scribed as “a hard core of the city’s area 
of juvenile delinquency.” 

Meeting the challenge posed by their 
location, they have devoted their major 
efforts during the summer of 1961 to a 
youth welfare program designed to ad- 
minister “grass roots” therapy to the com- 
munity ailment. 


More than 200 young people, in- 
cluding both pre-’teens and ’teen- 
agers, have been afforded healthful 
outings, and instruction in religious 
principles and in arts, crafts and 
games, both in the city and in the 
country. 

Recruitment extended not only through- 
out the Mission District, but also into 
other areas where there was abvious need 
for the service. 

No Discrimination 

Neither racial nor denominational lines 
were drawn in designating those to be in- 
cluded. The majority came from under- 
privileged homes. Many came from homes 
wrecked by divorce or separation of par- 
ents. A great number were potential de- 
linquents. Nearly all were poor. While it 
was fequested that all who could should 
pay the modest costs of the recreation, only 
a few could do so. The expenses of the 
others were borne by private benefactors 
who without exception requested anony- 
mity. 

The prime purpose of the program was 
to charge the children with a sense of 
personal worth and dignity and a recogni- 
tion of their responsibility to the com- 
munity, and to inculcate the fundamental 
doctrines of the Christian faith. 

Need for such an effort was empha- 
sized by the Rev. A. Morgan Tabb, veteran 
counselor to San Francisco's juvenile court, 
during an address at St. Barnabas Church, 
early in July, inaugurating the program. 
Father Tabb said: 

“The fact that most of our metro- 
politan centers have almost declared 
war on the ‘teen-ager is an indica- 
tion that there has been a breakdown 
in parental authority, a lack of re- 
spect for law, and a weakening of 
incentive, and an awareness that he 
lacks status. 

“He feels that he is regarded as 
fun-seeking, irresponsible parasite 
whose position in the family is pre- 
carious under the most favorable 


“We have shattered his dreams 
with violence and sex in channels of 
entertainment, we have taught him 
that he must hate to survive; and we 
have told him that though material 
success is the root of all evil, it is the 
only yardstick by which his achieve- 
ments are measured. . .” 

The presbyterial enterprise was exe- 
cuted under the supervision of the Rev. 
Ralph Bonacker, rector of the Church of 
St. John the Evangelist, and general pres- 
byter of the Mission Presbytery. He ar- 
ranged two phases for the program. 


Tours of Interest 


The first was localized. It routed some 
130 youngsters on tours to points of in; 
terest, most of which they never before 
had visited, in San Francisco and down 
the Peninsula. The trips were alternated 
with classes in religion, arts, crafts and 


games. 
Inspected in San Francisco, for example, 


were Fleishhacker Zoo, the Planetarium 
in Golden Gate Park, where lecturers ex- 
plained what is known about the mys- 
teries of the Universe, and the Maritime 
Museum at Aquatic park. The indoor 
classes were conducted in the parish halls 
of St. John’s and Good Samaritan churches. 

The children participating in these ac- 
tivities were returned to their homes each 
night. Their program ended July 28. 

Then, on August 6, the second phase 
opened, and some 75 boys and girls were 
taken to the Bishop’s Ranch, near Heralds- 
burg, to enjoy two weeks in the country. 

Each day there began with a simple 
form of Morning Prayer, and the remain- 
ing hours were occupied by instruction in 
games and folk dancing, hikes and swim- 
ming. Tanned and fit, these vacationers 
were brought back to San Francisco 
August 19. 

Volunteers Cited 


The burden of counseling and instruc- 
tion in both divisions was shouldered 
mainly by eight dedicated and trained 
young adults, some of whom came from 
the Eastern seaboard to lend their minds 
and hands to the work. 


They were headed by Jeffery Rowthorn, 
of Newport, England, a graduate of Union 
Theological Seminary in New York, who 
now is enroute to Oxford, where he will 
continue his studies for the priesthood at 
Cuddeson Theological Seminary, of which 
the Archbishop of Canterbury is an 
alumnus.

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PACIFIC CHURCHMAN 
MARKS CENTENNIAL

Few persons, with the possible excep- 
tion of students of early California history, 
tealize it, but our own Dioceson publica- 
tion “Pacific Churchman” this year is 
observing its own centennial. 

And as our monthly Church paper 
enters its second century of service to the 
Diocese, it does so without the trials and 
tribulations that beset the publishers in 
those hectic days of one hundred years 
ago. 

Two men, prominent in the history of 
the Diocese of California, the Rev. Dr. 
John Leonard Ver Mehr, founder and first 
rector of Grace Church, and Col. David 
S. Turner were responsible for the estab- 
lishment of “Pacific Churchman.” Credit 
for the idea belongs to Col. Turner. 

The story of the founding of the paper 
is found in part in Dr. Ver Mehr’s book 
“Checkered Life,” published in San Fran- 
cisco in 1877, a little known work that is 
eagerly sought by collectors of Califor- 


niana. 
Born in Belgium 

Born in Belgium and a distinguished 
soldier during the Napoleonic wars, Dr. 
Ver Mehr came to the United States in 
1843, and in 1846 was ordained by Bishop 
Doane of New Jersey. 

Appointed by the Board of Missions to 
establish a church in San Francisco, he 
sailed from New York in February, 1849, 
by way of Cape Horn. He arrived in San 
Francisco in August, only to find that the 
Rev. Falvel Mines had made the trip by 
way of Panama, arrived in June and 
established Trinity Church. 

The two clergymen discussed the situ- 
ation, and Dr. Ver Mehr decided to remain 
in San Francisco and establish a second 
parish, Grace. And the first warden of the 
new church was Col. Turner. 

A devoted Churchman, as well as one 
of the outstanding citizens of San Fran- 
cisco, Col. Turner was a member of the 
first Standing Committee, a delegate to 
the first Diocesan Conventions, and did 
much to keep the struggling little parish 
on its feet. Historians recall Col. Turner 
as one of the leaders of the first Vigilance 
Committee of 1851. 

Following the arrival of Bishop Kip in 
January, 1854, Dr. Ver Mehr resigned as 
rector of Grace Church and went to So- 
noma, where he founded a school, St. 
Mary's Hall, and later returned to San 


Francisco. 
Idea Broached 
It was in February, 1861, Dr. Ver Mehr 
wrote, that Col. Turner called on him to 
discuss founding the Diocesan paper.

Under the leadership and management 
of Mrs. Ralph Bonacker, wife of the rec- 
tor of St. John’s, and staffed exclusively 
by volunteers, the Thrift Shop was opened 
several weeks ago, to run on a permanent 
basis. Hours are 10 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. daily 
except Sunday. Staffed by men, the shop 
is open Friday nights until 9 p.m. The 
stock is made up of used merchandise in 
good condition, and intludes clothing, 
housewares, furniture, books, sports equip- 
ment and a long list of miscellaneous 
items. Gifts of any such articles are wel- 
comed by the Thrift Shop, which will 
gladly arrange pick-up service. 

The Thrift Shop is St. John’s pragmatic 
way of providing financing for much of 
its community service program in the 
intensely populated, lower income and 
multi-racial Inner Mission District, where 
human and spiritual needs are pressing 
and in fact limitless. Following an effective 
summer program devoted primarily to 
children, the church’s Fall pattern will in- 
clude activities reaching various age levels, 
each phase closely coordinated with the 
spiritual life of the parish. To maintain 
this program, neither the manpower nor 
the finances of the parish is adequate, and 
a “Peace Corps” type of aid from other 
churchpeople and their friends is needed.

SANDERCOCK CITES 
ALCOHOLICS’ NEEDS 

The Episcopal Church today is an active 
participant in the battle to help the five 
million American men and women to 
whom alcohol is a necessity, but needs to 
know more about the disease that afflicts 
them, according to the priest-director of 
The Henry Ohlhoff House in San Fran- 
Cisco. 

Writing in the September issue of The 
Episcopalian, Father Sandercock declared 
that because alcoholism is a spiritual prob- 
lem primarily, the Christian Church has a 
special opportunity to be of assistance to 
the afflicted alcoholics. Church people, he 
writes, afe more understanding and less 
prone to demonstrate disgust and con- 
demnation. 


Father Sandercock, whose leadership of 
the local Church-sponsored hostel for al- 
coholics has drawn national commenda- 
tion, emphasises the fact that the medical 
profession recognizes that the victim is 
suffering from an incurable disease but 
is one who can be saved. The alcoholic 
can effect a recovery, but not by himself. 
He must have help, and this can come 
from his family, his friends — and the 
church.

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S.F. Trinity Adopts 
Tithing Principle 


Tithing “as a Christian responsibility 
and privilege” has been adopted by the 
Vestry of Trinity Church, San Francisco, as 
policy to meet present and future obliga- 
tions of the parish, and has been received 
with enthusiastic response by parishoners. 

This was revealed last week as plans 
for a series of six additional meetings were 
outlined by the rector, the Rev. James 
Shaw, for the of arriving at con- 
crete plans “for the future.” The tithing 
proposal was laid before a meeting of the 
parish recently, during which it drew 
warm support. 

“The consensus of the Vetry was that 
any and all financial problems could be 
readily eliminated if all parish contribu- 
tions were on a tithing basis,” it was re- 
ported by L. L. Newby, correspondent for 
Trinity. 

“While such a policy is by no means 
a new thought,” the report states, “tithing 
has often seemed a goal unattainable to 
the average parishoner. The plan was laid 
before a well-attended meeting of the 
parish, where it was received with most 
encouraging enthusiasm. Some members 
of the parish are already tithers, and a 
surprising number expressed themselves 
as working toward that goal. 

“An important result of the tithing pro- 
gtam will mean doing away with the 
Every-Member Canvass and other fund 
raising programs within their attendant 
labor and uncertainties. There is every 
indication from the initial favorable re- 
sponse and the cooperative parish spirit 
which has thus far been exhibited, that the 
ultimate success of the program will be 
achieved.” 

With Vestry adoption of the tithing 
principle, it was pointed out, “it would 
then follow that this goal might be 
achieved by encouraging all members to 
demonstrate their stewardship to God's 
work by contributing on a tithing basis.”

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BISHOP PIKE ORDAINS 10 CANDIDATES

The young men, graduates of Episcopal 
seminaries throughout the United States, 
including Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific at Berkeley, all applied BM moor 
lants through the Diocese of California, 
and were ordained by Bishop Pike, who 
celebrated the Holy Communion. 

Sermon of the day was delivered by 
the Rev. Claude C. Boydston, Rural Dean 
of the Convocation of San Luis Obispo, 
General Presbyter of the Central Coastal 
Presbytery and Rector of St. Stephen's 
Episcopal Church at San Luis Obispo, 
followed by the Litany for Ordinands by 
the Very Rev. C. Julian Bartlett, Dean of 
the Cathedral.

Papal Encyclical Draws 
Comment From Bishop Pike 


Pope Pius’ Encyclical, “Mater et Mag- 
istta,” issued in mid-July, drew wide ap- 
probation from Protestant clerical leaders, 
including Bishop Pike, except on one point 
—birth control. 

Speaking from his summer vacation 
home in Massachusetts, Bishop Pike 
termed the Roman Catholic prelate’s 
25,000-word statement “a splendid ex- 
ample of the exercise of the Judeo-Chris- 
tian prophetic tradition — the relating of 
the faith to man’s corporate concern.” 

But he differed with the Pope’s asser- 
tion that “a renewed scientific-technical 
effort” that would broaden man’s control 
over nature should be exercised rather 
than birth control to meet the critical prob- 
lem of world over-population. Bishop 
Pike said that his “one necessary disagree- 
ment” with the Pope grew out of the ref- 
erence to the birth control issue and re- 
flected the position of the Anglican Bish- 
ops and the National Council in support- 
ing the “best medically approved meth- 
ods” as a means of controlling population 
expansion. 

Bishop Pike added that the Pope's en- 
cyclical “comes at a good time, as race- 
haters and the ‘radical right’ in this coun- 
try ate seeking to destroy the National 
Council of Churches and undermine the 
leadership of the respective Churches be- 
cause of their application of the Gospel 
to society.” 

The Rev. Dr. Truman B. Douglass, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the Board of 
Home Missions of the Congregational 
Christian Churches, agreed with Bishop 
Pike, declaring it “regrettable that Po 
John should have so courageously have be. 
manded all-out aid for undeveloped na- 
tions, then denied them succor for one of 
their most acute problems, birth control.” 


Cathedral Services Told 


Grace Cathedral in San Francisco is an 
extremely busy church and center of ac- 
tivities, it was revealed last week by Bishop 
Pike. During 1960 the number of services 
conducted in the Cathedral totaled 1,952 
with a total attendance of 105,182 persons, 
and with 29,278 Communions admin- 
istered.

Construction of the new Christ Church 
in Alameda, at the intersection of Grand 
Street and Santa Clara avenue, where the 
historic former church structure had been 
a landmark for nearly three-quarters of a 
century, is scheduled to get under way in 
November. 

The Vestry and rector, the Rev. Wilfred 
H. Hodgkin, are hopeful that the new 
church will be finished by late fall of 1962. 
First phase of the building plan,which in- 
cludes the corner structure but not the 
Parish Hall, will cost $370,000. 

The old church burned down in a spec- 
tacular blaze during the night of Decem- 
ber 27 last year and since then the parish 
Building Committee, under chairmanship 
of Fred Stole, has been working with the 
architectural firm of Treichel and Gibbs, 
Oakland, on the design of its replacement. 
The City Planning Commission approved 
plans for the church three months ago. 

The low walls and high pitched roof of 
the old church are carried into the design 
of the new one, as are the cruciform shape 
and large curved arches in the nave and 
sanctuary. The new building will seat 567 
persons, all with an unobstructed view of 
the altar and sanctuary. Included in plans 


are six class rooms, an assembly hall and 
small chapel and sacristies. The new Parish 
Hall will seat 380 persons and possess 
kitchen facilities, storeroom and work- 
shop. The Lych Gate will continue to 
serve as the main entrance to the church, 
whose ultimate cost will approximate 
$500,000. Curate of Christ Church is the 
Rev. John A. Schively.

The Department of Education, it was 
pointed out, is prepared to assist parishes 
in planning Parish Life Conferences and 
will recommend clergy trained to lead 
them.

RELIGION MAPS YEAR 


“Three-fourths of everything we teach 
in seminaty is what a well lay- 
man ought to know.” 

This statement was made recently by 
the Very Rev. Sherman E. Johnson, Dean 
of the Church Divinity School of the Pa- 
cific and a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Laymen’s School of Religion. 
The Laymen’s School heartily subscribes 
to this statment and, in the two years of 
its existence, has developed a carefully 
worked out curticulum that is tailored to 
the layman. 


The School offers a unique oppor- 
tunity for the layman to obtain a sys- 
tematic, theological education on a 
year-round basis. Study is open to 
any adult with a desire to learn, and 
a willingness to think deeply about 
the Christian faith and its relevance 
for life today. 


The School, responsibly related to major 
denominations, offers a chance to study the 
beliefs, experiences and developments of 
the Christian faith. Classes are taught by 

ofessors from Bay Area seminaries and 
qualified church leaders. 


Last year, in addition to regular classes, 
the School sponsored a weekend retreat in 
Marin County, where the “text” for dis- 
cussions was T. S. Elliot's “The Cocktail 
Party.” In 6 a one-day conference 
on Martin Buber, led by Maurice Fried- 
man, teacher of philosophy at Sarah Law- 
rence College and author of Martin Buber, 
Life of Dialogue, was held at the Pacific 
School of Religion in Berkeley. 


A mew course entitled “Teaching 
Adults” will be offered this fall. It is de- 
signed primarily for teachers of adult 
classes and leaders of adult discussion 
groups, and will be concerned with the 
theological, psychological and dialogical 
theories of adult education. 


The first term of the fall, 1961 
semester begins the week of Sep- 
tember 18; the second term begins 
the week of October 30. To date 
classes are scheduled in Berkeley, 
Millbrae, Sonoma, Hayward, San 
Anselmo and Burlingame. Other 
classes can be scheduled on request.

“Our Church” said Col. Turner, accord- 
ing to Dr. Ver Mehr’s account, “thanks 
to the unceasing efforts of the Bishop, 
and the more of less effective ministra- 
tions of clergy ordained here, or come 
from the East, has at last assumed a 
‘position’. 

“There is a diocese and that a very large 
one; even Oregon has its missionary 
bishop; the Pacific Coast seems to need a 
‘representative’, a paper wherein the scat- 
tered sheep of the flock can find how 
matters stand east and west. 


“Such a paper is a necessity. The various 
denominations have one, even the Roman- 
ists; we alone keep silence.” 


Dr. Ver Mehr asked who would publish 
such a paper, and Col. Turner introduced 
him to a printer, recently arrived in San 
Francisco, saying: 

“He is willing and competent, and even 
desirous of lending his aid, and risk the 
undertaking.” 


But who, asked Dr. Ver Mehr, would 
edit meh om paper, and Col. Turner 
suggested that he “take the responsibility.” 

Now Dr. Ver Mehr felt some bitterness 
towards the Church. When the vestry of 
Grace had requested his resignation, they 
explained that because of his foreign 
accent he was not understood in preach- 
ing. In his memoires Dr. Ver Mehr wrote: 


‘Foreign’ Accent 


“The proposal flattered me, I must con- 
fess. If I could not be understood on 
account of my ‘foreign’ accent, perhaps I 
might be clear enough in print. There 
may be some apparent bitterness in this 
remark, but I truly say just what passed 
through my mind that very morning.” 


As a result of that conversation, the 
first issue of “Pacific Churchman” appeared 
on March 15, 1861. A week later the sec- 
ond issue came off the press. 


“It seemed to please,’ Dr. Ver Mehr 
wrote. “There was an increase of subscrib- 
ers; not enough to encourage our well- 
meaning publisher. Advertisements, those 
strong financial supports for any paper, 
were not so plenty in those days as now. 


“After six weeks, the publisher began 
to see that some ‘capital’ is necessary for 
any enterprise; and as he had none, no 
more than I, and there seemed not to be 
enough church spirit to create one, he 
looked somewhat forlorn.” 

According to Dr. Ver Mehr, the Rev. 
Dr. S. C. Thrall, rector of Trinity and 
“the most influential clergyman in the 
city” was “never much in favor of the 


paper” and refused his support to the 
struggling publication. So, in a few weeks 
time publication was suspended, not to be 
resumed for another five years. 

In 1866, the Civil War being ended, 
the Rev. T. W. Brotherton, M.D. who was 
later to serve as first superintendent of 
St. Luke’s Hospital, got several others 
interested, and once again “Pacific Church- 
man” appeared. An Englishman named 
Doyen was engaged as “editor, publisher 
and typesetter combined” while Dr. 
Brotherton and other clergy of the Dio- 
cese submitted articles. Subscription was 
set at “five dollars in gold per annum.” 

In 1867 the Rev. Dr. J. Lloyd Breck 
atrived in San Francisco with the ambi- 
tious plan to establish a college and semi- 
nary. Land was obtained at Benicia, and 
the Missionary College of St. Augustine 
opened in January, 1868. Shortly thereafter 
“Pacific Churchman” was moved to the 
college, and published there for the next 
couple of years. 

Then in 1870 “Pacific Churchman” 
came home to San Francisco, where it has 
been published sirice. 


Second Oldest 


Now in its second century, “Pactfic 
Churchman” is the second-oldest publica- 
tion in the Episcopal Church. Only the 
“Southern Churchman” of Richmond, Vir- 
ginia is older. Today “Pacific Churchman” 
is a well-edited, widely read publication 
with a circulation approaching 10,000 

To American newspapermen, the most 
revered name of members of the craft is 
John Peter Zenger, the militant New York 
editor who in 1735 won his battle for Free- 
dom of the Press. 

And here in the Diocese of California, 
we should pay homage to the two men 
who just a century ago gave us our dioce- 
san paper that still so well serves us, two 
great San Franciscans, the Rev. John 
Leonard Ver Mehr and Col. David S. 
Turner.

How many diocesan committees of the 
Episcopal Church would have dared to 
afticulate such a finding as point two of 
the “Interpreters Report,” June-July issue 
Pacific Churchman, and how many dio- 
cesan newspapers or magazines would have 
dared to print it on page one, bold face? 

“Need for a ‘real reaching out’ to dis- 
cover the nature in this day ~ Je Episc 
Church and the Bishop's role in it. Today 
the Bishop, besides being the Chief Priest 
and Pastor Pasterum, is both the spokes- 
man for the Chutch and a prophet in his 
own name. No Bishop, it was felt, can 
dissociate these two identities. The pro- 
phets of the Old Testament did not have 
this problem. Nevertheless, as was often 
the case with these prophets (and with 
lawyets of all ages) the Bishop must try 
not to overwhelm the opinions of others 
when they differ from his own, speaking 
as he unavoidably does, with the voice of 
authority.” 

No better evidence exists than this re- 
port, that in California the opinions of 
those who differ with the Bishop are not 
overwhelmed! 

Pacific Churchman and “P et I” with 
its invaluable reprints from church and 
state all over the land, all testify to your 
Bishop's fearless presentation of truth “at 
the bar.” I am sure that I have read in his 
mailings as many ideas which took issue 
with his own, as I have his own ideas. I 
have the feeling of a juror, hearing dif- 
ferent briefs. 1 am not being told! I am 
being asked to decide! There is no better 
way to involve the heart and the soul of a 
man than to ask him to decide. 

This is “as Catholic as the Apostles, as 
Evangelical as the New Testament” and a 
great deal more modern than much that 
goes on in the JJ.S.A. today, the land of 
the free and the home of the brave. 

I am glad that we have a prophet in 
our midst. I am glad that this prophet is 
a Bishop. I am glad that the Anglican 
Church has this outward and visible sign 


of her inward and spiritual freedom. Old | 


Testament prophets prophesied in the 
streets because they 't in the Tem- 
ple. That's a mark for’ us! 

We have a Bishop who is not afraid to 
prophesy in his own house (where else can 
a man feel at home) and who is not afraid 
to give “equal space and equal place” to 
the other man’s brief. 

May his splendid tribe increase.

Memorial Altar Completed 


The latest additions to the art of All 
Saints’ Episcopal Church, 1350 Waller 
Street, are four carved and polychromed 
figures of the Apostle Peter, Paul, Mat- 
thew, and John, which have been placed 
in the reredos over the high altar. This 
completes the memorial altar which has 
been given by friends in memory of the 
late Laurence Sawyer, former senior war- 
den of the parish. The polychromes were 
made in Mexico, and brought back from 
Hermosillo by Father Leon Harris. 
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this regard. He has a rich background 
in mewspaper work and public rela- 
tions, and, interestingly enough, is Com- 
mander of the Civil Air Patrol for the 
Western Area (which includes approxi- 
mately the western U. S., Alaska and 
Hawaii, etc.).

We are glad to 
have the Freemans in our Diocesan family. 


Mr. Clifford Horton comes to us from 
a Secretaryship in the Home Department 
of the National Council. His primary and 
first priority duty will be the reactivation 
of our long-abandoned Seamans Work. 
Since 1936 some $10,000 has accumulated 
in income from the part of the Monteagle 
Trust designated for the Seamen’s Church 
Institute. Court action now allows us to 
use this money for any work connected 
with Seamen. The Council and I, along 
with the Division of Social Relations, 
think that a 14-month investment in Mr. 
Horton, who revised and built the new 
Seamen’s Church Institute in San Pedro, 
is the best use of the funds in hand. Mr. 
Horton will not be a charge on the dio- 
cesan budget. In addition to his work for 
seamen, and subject to its demands, Mr. 
Horton will direct the section on the 
Handicapped in the Division of Social Re- 
lations. Mr. and Mrs. Horton and their 
three boys live in Westlake and are sure 
to become the friends of many of us. 


The Ven. Darby W. Betts, not exactly 
“new,” is already well known to most of 
you. He has been given a new title by 
vote of the Standing Committee and the 
Council and by appointment of the Bishop, 
and is the sixth Archdeacon of California. 
The contents of his previously full port- 
folio are not very much changed: Director 
of Community Relations (which includes 
social relations, ecumenical relations and 
communications), and Director of the 
Division of Urban Work; but his new 
title is not simply meant as sort of “hono- 
rary degree;” he is, as our Diocesan Can- 
ons on the archidiaconate phrase it, “a 
general adjutant to the Bishop” (and the 
title is consonant with the adh of his 
responsibilities in the administration of 
the Diocese). The Director of the Gen- 
eral Division of Research and Survey for 
the National Council, the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
G. Moore, was consulted in this regard, 
since for some time he has cesameel dhe

DEVOTIONAL LIFE 
GROUP STARTS WORK 


Members of the newly formed Division 
of the Devotional Life met recently with 
the Rev. C. Corwin Calavan, chairman, at 
Grace Cathedral House. 


The Division was created at the re- 
quest of Bishop Pike and the Diocesan 
Council, through the Department of Min- 
istry, of which the Rev. Robert C. Cling- 
man is chairman. 


A survey conducted by mail among 
clergy in the Diocese reflected their desire 
for more retreats, quiet days, schools of 
prayer and healing services. Acting upon 
the results of this survey group members 
have volunteered their talents to further 
devotional life in the Diocese. 


Plans were discussed to hold an infor- 
mation conference for the clergy regarding 
the objectives of the Division of the De- 
votional Life, and to sponsor training ses- 
sions for those clergymen desiring to lead 
retreats, quiet days, schools of prayer and 
healing services.
